being a fact, because of the heavy

suffered 
by the whole of 
Southern California during the 
floods 
of the past winter.

Olmstead 
spoke at some length of the attempts 
which he had made, together with the 
board of supervisors, to form 
storm 
districts under the recent legislative 
act, and of the fact that this method 
had so far proved to be anything but 
aatisfactory. 
He then outlined 
his 
plan to protect the ranchers from the 
wild watjBrs of the washes and rivers 
through the issuance of bonds that 
will cover the cost of such work", and 
to place the burden upon all the tax­ 
payers of the entire county, 
rather 
than on a few who might be the most 
seriously Injured by storm water. 
BOULEVARD BEAUTIFYING. 
Mr. Olmstead's address was follow­ 
ed by one given by Henry L. Marshall 
of Covlna, who spoke on the work be* 
Ing carried out by the Committee on 
Beautifying 
Los Angeles County 
in 
Preparation 
for 
the 
Expositions 
of 
1915. 
This work has been started in 
connection with the general commit­ 
tee of several hundred prominent Los 
Angeles county citizens, who will ex­ 
pend an appropriation of about $350,- 
000 
In 
the " entertainment of guests 
during 1915, the entertainment of the 
foreign 
fleet 
of vessels, the 
proper 
entertainment of conventions and im­ 
portant delegations, the decoration of 
towns, :etc.i 
One Kub-pommlttee 
of 
the general committee has charge ot 


tlie beautifying of Los Angeles county 
outside of Los Angeles city, and this 
committee will expend $7."),000 in the 
beautification 
of 
the 
boulevards 
through such methods as the plant­ 
ing 
broadcast 
of 
flowering 
plants 
along the roadways, the trelllsing of 
roses, and in the offering of prizes 
for the best-kept portion of highways. 
The speaker outlined the plans in con­ 
nection 
with 
schools, showing 
that 
every school in the county will com­ 
pete for generous prizes. 


THE LADIES—GOD BLESS' EM. 
An entertaining toast was given by 
Vice-president W. R. .Tohnson, enti­ 
tled, "The Ladies." 
The speaker said 
that the ladies had been after 
him 
since he was a stripling youth, and 
that In self-defense he had selected 
one for his life partner and had never 
been sorry that he did It. 
He spoke 
in a more serious vein of the uplift­ 
ing influence of women in California 
politics. 


CAPTAIN MANNING SPEAKS. 
One of the important addresses was 
made by Captain C. D. Manning, su­ 
pervisor of the first district, who fol­ 
lowed up the remarks made by Engi­ 
neer 
Olmstead, 
and went 
into 
the 
question of storm water in an inter­ 
esting fashlonj.
